The following constitutes the reasons for this @it the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB 963 would reduce the cost of providing workezsimpensation coverage for injured
employees, in particular, those employees who i@tréd.” Compensation benefits for total
and partial disabilities would be reduced by an am@qual to fifty percent of the federal social
security retirement benefits received by retiregleryees.

Retirement would be established by a preponderahitee evidence supporting a conclusion
that an employee has retired, with receipt by apleyee of social security retirement benefits
or receipt of any other military service based goweent retirement pension, but not including a
disability based government pension, establishipgeaumption of retirement. Such
presumption is rebuttable by a preponderance oévitence.

A reduction of benefits under LB 963 would not apja an injury sustained prior to the
employee reaching 55 years of age and more tharyéars prior to his or her date of retirement.
The bill would not provide for an offset againsypeent of medical bills or benefits associated
with single member scheduled injuries.
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
